eighteen mo nths in 1961 and 1962, has admitted that 

he was Clay Shaw's lover intermittently during that 

period. This friend of Lesniok^fe also stated that 

David Ferrie was Shaw*s lover as well. The friend 
states that he met them early in 1961 at a p arty which 
^he^ attended together. Mr. Le snick gave no details, 
indicating that he assumes that we already know this. 
Actually, inasmuch as this is the point on which we 
really should have more information (since it reinforces 
Perry Russo and explains many other things) we should 
contact Mr. Le snick and see if his friend will meet 
with us, Needless to say, all possible details of the 
Shaw-Ferrie relationship should be obtained, (This is 
especially important inasmuch as Shaw denies knowing 
Ferrie,) Furthermore, we should obtain all possible 
information with regard to other acquaintances of Shaw. 
Furthermore i inasmuch as this is a period during which 
Kerry Thornley was__ active in Hew Orleans, it is possible 
thaT^^ additi o n=^ n he i n this 

* ^direction , This man could be an extremely important 
witness in an area where we really have had insufficient 
development; consequently, we should not be too quick 
to advise him that he does not have to be a witness. 
However — if worse comes to worse, needless to say, we 
would rather have the information than nothing at all — ► 
since this seems to be an extremely important lead as 
it is brand new information in an area where we don't 
have as much as we should have. It should be followed 
up and developed to the maximum hopefully to the 
point where we can persuade the friend to be a witness.

MR. PLAINE said that MR. WHITE was only one of the 
many oil and import people that he had occasion to talk to 
from New Orleans regarding Castro. 

MR. PLAINE also informed me that he thought that the 
picture of CLAY SHAW was very familiar, and that he may h ave 
met him in Houston, either at his apartment or at the Norman dy 
Club which the oil peopl e of Te xas frequen t. ’ 

A memo in the GUY BANISTER file indicates that there 
is information which reports that DICK WHITE, a high officia l 
o f Freeport Sulphur, and CLAY SHAW were flown to Cuba orobab lv 
t aking off from the Harvey Canal area in a Freeport Sulphu r 
plane piloted by DAVE FSRR IE. The purpose of this trip was 
to set up import of Cuba's nickle ore to gT* Canadiran 
C cbTbPra t which would in turn shipt to the Braithwaite nickle 
plant. The plant was built by the U. S. Government at a cost 
of about one million dollars.

ANGERS of Lafayette, Loui siana, a well -known right-wing 
extremist, was now his new parcne r^ I mentioned tcT Mr. 
Weisberg that I had met MR. ANGERS years before in Guatemala 
and at the time I was quite convinced that he was an FBI 
agent - undercover of some sort. At the time MR. ANGERS 
was very involved in the anti-Castro movement as he still 
is, as most of his publications (he writes a column in 
the Lafayette paper) indicate.

I our staff interviewed ME. FOX. MR. FOX is presently employed 
I by Hauser- American Printing Company at 441 Gravier Street in the 
I city of New Orleans- LAWRENCE FOX was a C,A,P. cadet from 
I approximately November 1955, until March 1957- Hia unit was 
t located at the New Orleans Airport- During this time, he does 
not recall ever having met LEE HARVEY OSWALD. From March 1957 
through December 14, 1959, FOX waa a meirber of the armed ser vices- - 
trnited States Air Force. In the latter part of December i960, he 
I again joined the Civil Air Patrol as a senior member. He remained 
I a member of the C-A.P- until approximately October 1960- During 
I this time, he was the administrative assistant to DAVID W- FERRIE 
who was the commanding officer of the unit. FOX recalls having 
gone to FERRl33*s house in Jefferson Parish on a few occasions. 

The times that he was at FERRIE 's house were usually at a party 
given among the C.A.P. members.

STATEMENT 


I have been in the Parish Prison since March 7, 1967, 
at which time I was placed in Fourth Tier White, About March 23, 
1967, 1 was transferred to the third floor court doclcs where I 
was placed in a cell with Vernon Bundy and Arthur King^ 

1 remember shortly about this time a Mrs, Sulzer, the 
Supervisor from the Sheriff's Office, coming up to my cell and 
asking me about why I was up in the docks. I explained to her 
that I had been moved there for medical reasons by the doctor, 
and Mrs, Sulzer wanted to know whether it was for disciplinary 
actions. I then told her no for my own safekeeping. Then she 
wanted to know whether she could do anything for me. She asked 
me whether I spoke to a bondsman and I said no. Till this day 
I have not spoken to any» bondsman . 

During Mrs, Sulzer 's first few visits she seemed to 
go out of her way to speak to Bundy, but Bundy was not receptive 
to her, I don't remember Mrs. Sulzer returning to the cell for 
approximately two weeks at which time when she appeared 1 
remember her commenting to Bundy after he had called her by her 
surname, she told him that he didn’t have to call her by her 
surname that they have been knowing each other long enough that 
he could call her by her first name which is Kina. 

Mrs. Sulzer visited us several times after this date 
and I remember on May 18, 1967, at approximately 10:30 A, M. she 
came to the cell and she had the latest Hewsweek Magazine with 
her and she requested to speak to Vernon Bundy. Vernon was 
asleep and I asked her if she wanted me to wake him and she said 
that wouldn't be necessary that she would come back later, she 
came back about 1 P. M, that afternoon and she spoke to Bundy 
and told him that she had something that she thought he should 
read. She went on to explain that there vras an article in the 
Newsweek concerning his statement to the D.A.'s Office that she 
thought that he should read. She also stated that he was on the 
wrong team, that he was on the losing team and he told her that 
he expected to make the story in Sports Illustrated or Saturday 
Evening Post and she said that he wasn't backing the right team 
to make those magazines. She then handed him the magazine. He 
then asked her s-^hst she meant by those statements and Mrs, Sulztr 
said in words to t.hs effect that there have been things happening

in the background while he's been making his statement to the 
D.A.'s Office that he's not aware of and which will in the end 
cause him to get hurt. Then she said before this is all over 
someone will come forward and tell the truth. There seemed to be 
a lot of cryptic remarks made by Mrs. Sulzer which I gathered in 
the .end meant Bundy would be sorry for the part that he was 
playing. She even went so far. as to say that, "I v/ouldn't want 
to be in your shoes."

STATEMENT 


I have been in Parish Prison since May 4, 1967, and 
on May 5, 1967, I was placed up in the cell known as the cotirt 
docks. My cell mates are Bundy and sarnmy Davis, jr. 

On Thursday, May IS, 1967, Mrs. Sulzer came up and 
started talking to Bundy about the case that he was a witness 
in and she told him that he was riding the wrong horse that he 
was on a losing team and Bundy asked her what did she mean and 
she told him, "You ^11 see". I thought perhaps she was speaking 
of dope because dope is often referred to as horse, she give 
Bundy a magazine which had an article in it about the case in 
which he was a witness, I remember the article was in Newsweek 
because Bundy wanted to know whether he was going to appear in 
Saturday Evening Post also, and she told him no that they all 
were not big enough for Saturday Evening Post. He asked her 
what she mean and she said, "You’ll see," she stood there between 
fifteen minutes to a half hour. Mrs. Sulzer repeated that Bundy 
was on the wrong team constantly. I remember walking to the 
end of the cell and Mrs. Sulzer had said something to Bundy at 
which time Bundy told Mrs. Sulzer that he did not take anything 
from anyone of them, that he'd never take anything from anybody, 
Mrs. Sulzer asked Bundy what they doing for you and Bundy said, 
"There is nobody doing nothing for me." Bundy said he didn’t 
want anybody doing anything for him. He got kind of angry after 
this and he walked off. He told us that he didn’t know what that 
woman was talking about, Mrs. Sulzer also said on the outside 
somebody out there is going to stool on you, somebody is going to 
kill you. She mentioned it again she said, "You'll see, somebody 
will get you out there," She also said that those people can’t 
save you. She said that whenever he'd get out of here that he was 
as good as gone. 

On Friday, May 19, 1967, Mrs. Sulzer came up and asked 
Bundy for her book and Bundy asked her what did she mean by he 
being on the losing team and she answered him and said, "you'll 
see" and walked off.
